“On the Sunday we left I am sor- 
ry to say it was the last journey up 
for a great many of our boys. On 
the Sunday night and Monday fore- 
noon we lay in the support trench, 
and it was on Monday morning that 
we were told that we were to make a 
charge in the afternoon, My _ heart 
almost stopped beating when I was

Plan to Prevent | 


Stock « Depletion 


Co-operative Scheme Adopted by 
Agricultural Department 
and Railways 


on, Martin Burrell, minister of 
culture, in a statement issued to 
the Canadian Press, Ltd., outlines a 
‘to-operative plan reached between 
the department and the Canadiar 
tailways, The aim of the scheme is 
cd prevent depletion of Canadian 
reeding and feeding stock, insure 
the feeding of live stock in Canada, 
and to secure the return of feeding 
and breeding stock to the farms, It 
tomprises: 
A redistribution policy, which will 
rovide for the movement of stock 
irom areas where feed is light to 
areas wheve feed is plentiful. 
Free freight policy in -connection 
with the transportation of breeding 
tattle and breeding sheep. 


Fifty per cent, rebate of the ie tis 
tate on carload shipments of feeding 
cattle from Winnipeg to country 
points in the eastern provinces. 

Free shipments of carloads _ of 
breeding sheep and lambs from To- 
ronto and Montreal to the west. 

Mr, Burrell outlines the plan as 
follows: 

“The Canadian railways have 
agreed to issuc a special tariff in con- 
nection with the transportation of 
perlite of dap 8 cattle and of 
*breeding sheep. nder_ this tariff 

the railways will rebate twenty-five 
per cent. of the regular freight rate, 
while the’ minister, on behalf of the 
government, has agreed to pay the 
remaining seventy-five per cent, The 
tariff will be applicable in both 
Eastern and Western Canada, but 
hot between Eastern and Western 
Canada, in connection with the re- 
lurn of carloads of breeding stock 
trom the central stock yards to coun- 

try points. 

“The shipper will be required to 
make a declaration that he is a bona 
fide farmer, and that the stock so 
teturned is for his own use, or that 
of his neighbors, and is for breeding 
purposes only. 

“On presenting the certificate em- 
bodying this declaration and ap- 
) “d by the officer of the live 
ttock branch at the stock yards to 
the railway company he will be en- 
titled to the free shipment of the 
ttock to its destination. The railway 
companies have agreed to forward 
tuch ‘shipments prepaid, collecting 
from the department direct that por- 
tion of the freight which the mjnis- 
ter has agreed to assume. Further 
inquiry regarding this special tariff 
on breeding stock should be address- 
ed to the representative of the Do- 
minion live stock branch located at 
the several stock yards throughout 
Canada. 

“A special tariff has been issued by 
the Canadian railways applicable in 
both Eastern and estern Canada, 
but between Eastern and Western 
Canada, which provides for a reduc- 
tion of twenty-five per cent. of the 
usual freight tariff m connection with 
the shipment of carloads of feeding 
stock from the central yards to coun- 
try points. This important conces- 
sion has been applicable in Western 
Canada for the past year, and was 
confirmed as to its application in 
Eastern Canada at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Eastern Can- 
ada Freight Association held in To- 
tonto on the 27th of September last. 

“The most serious leakage through 
the exportation and slaughter of cat- 
tle is from the Winnipeg stock yards. 
This is due to feed conditions in 
Western Canada, resulting in prema- 
ture liquidation from  severa!’ areas 
in the Prairie Provinces. In view of 
the fact that feed conditions in East- 
ern Canada are so satisfactory and 
the @pand for feeding cattle so gen- 
eral, The minister has agreed to pay 
50 per cent. of the freight rate in 
connection with the shipment of car- 
losds of feeding cattle from the Win- 
nipeg stock yards, zonsigned to coun- 
try points in the Eastern provinces. 
Tes concession will be applicable to 
boch drovers and farmers alike. Ship- 
pers consigning to Eastern stock 
yards, however, will not be entitled 
to the reduction. Full details +e 
rarding ths policy may be obtained 
rom the representative of the Do- 
minion live stock branch at the 
Union Stock Yards, St, Boniface, 
Man. 

“An arrangement has been effected 
between the department and _ the 
Canadian railways, as a_ result of 
which carloads ef ‘breeding sheep 
and lambs from tts Toronto and 
Montreal stock yards will be shipped 
to Western Canada, freight free, The 

eneral demand for sheep in the 

rairie Provinces indicates._that a 
satisfactory outlet may there be ob- 
tained for any surplus which now ex- 
Ists in Eastern Canada, It is believ- 
ed that a free freight tariff in con- 
nection with this movement will di- 
vert in that direction the majority of 
any good breeding lambs now find- 
Ing their way to the Toronto and 
Montrea! yards, and which are now 
being purchased on expert or pack- 
ing house account. Persons desiring 
to secure sheep in Eastern Canada 
will also be entitled to receive the 
benefit of the free freight policy as 
noted above. 

“The car lot policy, which has been 
operating in Western.

Hauling Grain to Market 


Tractor Trains Coming Into Use for 
Moving Crops 


The sight of long trains of wagons 
loaded with grain and propelled by a 
tractor will not be an uncommon 
one, especially where the larger 
farms are located in the West. These 
tractor-trains will permit the moving 
of crops night and day if it should 
become necessary, and will do much 
to solve the farm transportation 
problem. In farming districts where 
lard surfaced roads are found trac- 
tors will be used in hauling crops to 
the larger market centres, which will 
relieve the railrcads of much short- 
haul business. 

An important factor in arousing 
the farmer to the addition of tractor 
power to his equipment is the high 
cost of fecding work horses. A trac- 
tor can be supported for much less 
than the cost of feeding four or five 
horses required to do the same work 
and can be worked twenty-four hours 
a day. 


Egg Prices Assured 


Last Year Canada Imported Seven 
Million Dozen Eggs From 
the U. S. 


The British government has issued 
orders that for the time being, at 
least, no grain which can be used as 
food for human consumption is to be 
fed to horses, mules, swine, etc., ex- 
cept as rationed by the food commis-

This means our allies must depend 
upon. the United States and Canada 
for countless thousands of sick and 
wounded soldiers who positively 
must have eggs.

The Time 
To Store Eggs 


Some Tested Methods for Packing 
and Preservation 


Soon after Easter until the first 
week in July, the hens produce over 
half the “lay” of the entire year. 

At this plentiful time the cold 
Storage men gather in these eggs in 
enormous quantities, and keep them 
until the following autumn when, at 
three or four times the original price 
the eggs make their public appear- 
ance, says a writer in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. Although you may 

t have a private cold sterage plant, 

u can still lay in your store of 
eggs for next winter’s use, There is 
nothing mysterious or difficult about 
the method of preserving eggs; it 
tan be done easily in your own lit- 
tle preserving plant—your kitchen. 

Since no amount of preservation 
can make an egg which is already 
stale fresh, the first step in egg pre- 
Bervation is to make sure that the 
eggs are not more than two or three 
days old. 
they can be obtained, but fertile eggs 
may be used if not over two days 
old. 

Then, too, the shells must be clean, 
If the eggs are so dirty that they 
must be washed, the keeping quality 
—a protective gelatinous covering— 
is removed by the water, and with 
this gone the eggs spoil rapidly; 
80 be sure the shells are clean. Even 
one cracked egg, no matter how 
small the crack, will spoil a whole 
crockful of sound eggs when packed 
In water glass. 

A “strictly fresh” egg, when held 
before a light in a dark room, will be 
clear, with only the dim outline of 
the yolk visible. There should be no 
space at the large end, or “air cell,” 
as it is called; this air cell is caused 
by the evaporation of the water ot 
the egg, and increases in size with 
the age of the egg. 

A dark spot, if such can be seen, 
is the developing germ or a rot. Such 
an egg should be discarded. White 


streaks on the shell mean cracks. | 


When you are sure your eggs are 
cleag, uncracked and only one or 
tov@ays~old, .hen you are ready to 
begin your preserving. 

To make it worth while to pre- 
serve eggs 
down in quautities of thirty dozen at 
a time, using two eight-gallcn earth- 
enware crocks. A large crock is un- 
desirable because of the likelihood of 
cracking the shells of the eggs. Eggs 

ut up in smaller crocks are handy 
in a small household and danger of 
spoilage is lessened, although more 
closed space is needed for storage of 
the crocks. 

The “water glass” method of pre- 
serving eggs, so often spoken of, is 
the one recommended by the dairy 
division of the department of agri- 
culture, Water glass is known to 
the chemist is sodium silicate or po- 
tassium silicate, can be purchased by 
the quart from druggist or poultry 
supply houses. It is a pale yellow, 
odorless, syrupy liquid. It also comes 
in a powdered form, which can be 
dissolved ia a definite quantity of 
water, as stated in the directions on 
the package; for this reason it is 
more reliable than the liquid water 
glass, which varies in strength, It 
requires about a quart and a half of 
the liquid water glass to preserve 
thirty dozen eggs, and costs but 
from twenty to twenty-five cents, i 

In using the liquid water glass it 
should be diluted in the proportion 
of one part of water glass to ten 
parts of boiled or distilled water. To 
a quart of the liquid water glass, 
enough to preserve twenty dozen 
eggs, add ten quarts of water which 


has been boiled for a few moments,

The vessel need not be seal- 
ed at once, so that freshly gathered 
eggs may be added every day until 
the crock is filled. When it will 
hold no more eggs it should be seal- 
ed. The water glass should cover 
the eggs by at least twa inches, and 
the covered and ‘sealed trock should 
¢ placed in a cool placewhere it 
will not be necessary to move it un- 
til it is to“~be opened in the autumn. 

From time to. time during the 
summer the crock should be inspect- 
ed to see that no evaporation has 
taken place; if the liquid does seem 
to be lower in the crock than when 
it was first put away, cold boiled 
water should be added until the Ti- 
quid is again a full two inches above 
the eggs. 

Eggs preserved in this way will 
keep pertectly for eight months to a 
year and imay be used for all cook- 
ing purposes. Some packed eggs do 
not beat up well for cake making, 
water glass 
are pertectly satisfactory in this re- 
gard. In boiling these eggs, how- 
ever, a small hole should be pricked 
through the large end of the shell, 
the part where the air cell forms; 
this is to prevent the air within, 
which cxpands.as the egg is heated, 
from bursting the shell, Sometimes 
the whites of eggs so preserved are 
tinged, after a very long storage in 
water glass, with a slight pink shade. 
This is due probably to a little iron 
which is in the sodium silicate, but 
which does not injure the egg for 
eating purposes, 


Rating His Cake 
And Having It 


Grain Fed to Live Stock Brings 
Good Returns 


“I expect to get my feed out of 
the bunch. If I do that I'll be sat- 
isfied.” So said a farmer this spring 
as he looked over his bunch of fat- 
tening stock. He had paid good 
money for them in the fall and there 
was a note of anxiety as he won- 
dered what the spring market had in 
store for him. 

What he hoped for was that when 
he made up his accounts after — his 
sale of fat stock that he would get 
back his money paid in the fall to- 
gether with the market price of the 
grain fed. If he succeeded in doing 
this he regarded himself as doing all 
‘right. All that he made over and 
above this he would receive with 
gratitude as profit. 

By doing this he had marketed his 
grain in the form of beef. He had 
his money for his grain in his pock- 
et. As far as money goes he was as 
well off as if he had marketed his 
grain unfed; In add'tion to this his 
|farm was but little poorer as far as 
fertility is concerned. The hay and 
straw and grain that it had grown 
was there in the form of manure, The 
excess weight the cattle had made 
over their fall weight had been made 
up by the special feeds that had been 
purchased. Altogether his farm was 
as well fitted for producing purposes 
as it had) beer’a year ago. The 
source of supply of farm wealth was 
even better than it had been. 

One would find it hard to find a 
better way of doing things than to so 
utilize one’s product that it may be 
turned over and over again with pro- 
fit. This is the farmer's privilege. 
Risks? Certainly. Even the widest 
awake of farmers have their losses, 
but in this way they are but as oth- 
er men, and they know how to face 
the emergencies of their craft as well 
as any other business men in the 
world.—E. L.; Watson in Farmers’ 
Magazine.

army, The prompt acceptance — by 
President Wilson of the proposal of 
the British and French governments 
for the brigading with British and 
French divisions of the American 
forces emphasizes very strongly the 
fact that the United States is con- 
cerned only with victory for the al- 
lies, not with glory for America.—

Pat the eggs loosely, but 
curefully, in the solution, leaving a 
depth of two inches or move over the 
lop layer of eggs, Tie heavy oiled | 
paper over the crock to prevent evap | 
ovation, 

Por more than fifteen dozen eggs, 
two evocks are preferable to one lar- 
gerone, After using the water glass 
once, it must be Chrown away. 

If water glass is unobtainable or too 
expensive, add three pounds of un- 
slacked lime to five gallons of water. 
After the lime has dissolved and set- 
led, cavefully dip off the clear water 
and pour over the eggs as with water 
glass, 

Do not pour the water glass or lime 
water over the eggs bill it has thor 
oughly cooled.

The Demand for Pilots Becoming

Lieutenant MacNamara, officer in 
charge of recruiting for western Can- 
ada, advises it has been officially an- 
nounced that the Royal Flying Corps 
and the Royal Naval Air Service 
have been amalgamated and the new 
branch of the service is to be the 
Royal Air Force. 

It has long been realized that these 
two units have grown to such an ex- 
tent that a third arm of the service 
should be formed, namely, the air, as 
distinct from the navy and army, and 
this has been carried out as from the 
first of April, 1918. 

Figures as to the size of the Royal 
Air Force are not available, but 
some idea of the size of the force 
may be obtained from the fact that 
the number of new machines put into 
commission each day is approximate- 
ly the same as the total were in com- 
mission at the outbreak of war.

Big Changes Likely 
In War Service Act 


Canada Must Be Ready to Make 
Further Sacrifices 


The limit-of-sacrifice speech of 
Mr. Lloyd George which Sas flared 
across the cables was echoed in the 
Canadian commons. Canada’s out- 
pouring of treasure in the great 
cause is to be increased this year by 
half a billion dollars, whic will 
make a grand total (exclusive of ac- 
counts still unsettled in England) of 
$1,352,227,823 expended for war pur- 
poses by the Dominion since the 
war commenced, 

The government pretty well as- 
sured the house, that so far as Can- 
ada was concerned, there should be 
no delay which could be avoided in 
adding men to those already  over- 
seas, so that the German tide might 
be abated, and that the = steadfast 
purpose of the British people as ex- 
pressed by the British prime minis- 
ter should be upheld. 

In view of the declarations of Mr. 
Lloyd George, and cf the grim 
necessities of the situation as  out- 
lined by him, nobody in Canada need 
be very much surprised if the amend- 
ments which the government pro- 
poses to bring down in connection 
with the military service act appear 
at first sight to be very drastic, In! 
this connection the one important 
announcement made by the minister 
of militia was that the work of the 
tribunals should be speeded up and 
that men gathered under the draft 
would be forthwith shipped_to Eng- 
land, there to undergo an intensiv« 
period of training which would fit 
them for almost immediate — service 
in the fighting lines. But there are 
reasons to believe that the new 
amendments will include some radi- 
cal changes in the act, that reasons 
for exemption will be standardized, 
that there will be some sort of read- 
justment of classes so that the grcat- 
est number possible of physically fit 
men shall be made available for the 
struggle which is now in progress,

Gavernment Orders 
M All Men to Work 


Prevent Persons Remaining in Idle- 
ness at a Time When the Coun- 
try Requires Their Services 


Idleness in Canada is now punish- 
able by penalty. An order in council, 
read in the house of commons by the 
prime minister enacts that “all per- 
sons domiciled in Canada _ shall, in 
the absence of reasonable causcs to 
the contrary, engage in useful occu- 
pations.” 

It declares that the “regulations 
are not intended to affect any right 
of members of organized labor as- 
sociations to discontinue their work 
in the employment in which they 
haye been engaged when such dis- 
continuance is occasioned by differ- 
ences actually arising between the 
employer and the employed. The 
purpose is to prevent persons cap- 
able of useful work from remaining 
in idleness at a time when the coun- 
try most urgently requires the  ser- 
vices of all human energy possible. 
The regulation provides that: 

(1) Every male person residing in 
the Dominion shall be regularly en- 
gaged in some useful occupation, 

(2) In any proceeding hereunder, 
it shall be a defence that the person 


s 

(a) Under sixteen years or over 
sixty years of age. 

(b) A bona fide student proceed- 
ing with his training for some useful 
occupation. 

(c) A bona fide student in actual 
attendance at some recognized edu- 
cational institution. 

(d) Usually employed in some 
useful occupation and _ temporarily 
unemployed owing to differences 
with his employers common to simi- 
lar employes with the same employ- 
er. 

(ce) Physically unable to comply 
with the provisions of the law, as 
herein enacted. 

(f) Unable to obtain, within rea- 
sonable distance, any kind of em- 
ployment which he is physically able 
to perform at current wages for 
similar employment. . 

Violations of the regulations im- 
poses liability to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or, in 
default, to imprisonment not exceed- 
ing six months “in any common 
jail, or in any institution or any 
farm owned by a municipality or pro- 
vince and declared by by-law or ord- 
er in council respectively to be a 
public institution or farm for the 
purposes of this law, which said in- 
stitution or farm for the purposes 
of this law shall be a common jail.” 

Where proceedings are _ instituted 
at the instance of a municipality, 
the fine goes to the municipality; 
where instituted by a provincial of- 
ficer, to the provincial treasurer, 


Drain on German Nobility 

The heavy drain of the war on 
German nobility is shown by the lat- 
est issues of Gotha’s Genealogical 
Manuals. Summarized by the Kolm- 
ische Volkszeitung, e manuals 
show these losses: 270 members of 
families of counts; 633 members of 
baronial families; 843 members of 
the old nobility, and 836 of the pat- 
ent nobility, 


Cost of Living 


Some Tips Published in Britain 
Upon War-time Economy 


Sufficient food for one person for a 
day can be bought for a shilling, ev- 
en at present prices. A shilling a 
day, once or twice a week, need not 
involve a Spartan self-denial if _the 
money is spent judiciously, The 
breakfast menu may be a large soup- 
plate of oatmeal porridge, two slices 
of toast with a little margarine, and 
a cup of cocoa, half milk and half 
water. For luncheon a pint of pack- 
et soup, costing twopence, a pound 
of potatoes, and an apple or orange. 
The last meal may include a pease- 
pudding, boiled in a cloth, with a 
lump of margarine added, bread and 
syrup, and a pint of cocoa with a 
dash of milk. Such a dietary, on oc- 
casional days, costs no more than a 
shilling, and is sufficient nourishment 
for all persons engaged in light man- 
ual work or sedentary occupation. 

A shilling spent on dried peas, 
beans, rice, or maize provides mater- 
ial for several dishes, If any fatty 
food can be obtained, such as drip- 
ping, oil or suet, a perfectly nourish- 
ing meal can be made with one of 
the pulses as the chief part. It is 
possible to live healthily for a con- 
siderable time upon beans and fat. 
But a full diet of beans and peas 
cannot be recommended to persons 
of weak digestion. 

Maize is quite as nourishing as 
wheat and we are beginning to rec- 
ognize it; high food value. The be- 
lief that maize is indigestible is quite 
erroncous. It is more digestible 
than white wheat flour. Cornflour, 
often given invalids, is simply a pre- 
paration of maize, All kinds of 
dishes, from .porridge to rissoles and 
fritters, can be prepared from maize- 
meal or flaked maize. This is prob- 
ably the most economical food that 
can be obtained at present. Maize is 
cheap, extremely nourishing, and eas- 
ily absorbed by the body. It is a far 
more valuable food than rice. Maize 
builds up body tissue and provides 
warmth, Its excellence as a foo 
should be known to every housewife 
who has to study rigid economy and 
wishes to obtain the best value in 
food for the cost of a shilling.

The official curtatn-which shrouds 
the persistent work of the British 
admiralty in ridding the seas of the 
lurking submarine menace has been 
momentarily drawn aside. Ten re- 
cent instances have been given pub- 
licity in which the underseas emis- 
saries of Teuton barbarism have 
been discovered and destroyed by 
alert naval aircraft. The cases are 
recorded in the official language of 
the admiralty reports, 

The world “do move.” It is sig- 
nificant that the modern menace of 
U-boat frightfulness should find its 
sharpest checkmate in the modern 
achievement of the flying machine, 
The seaplancs patrolling the narrow 
waters around the coasts of Britain 
and France are the “eyes” which 
keep the underseas marauder under 
surveillance and are its constant ter- 
ror. The speed at which the “birds” 
travel and their ability to dip at will 
to the water’s ed:e and cast forth 
their deadly bombs enable them to 
do splendid service in exterminating 
the Hun submarine. Even in the 
moment of his seeming triumph the 
barbarian is liable to destruction 
from the air. One of the ten cases 
enumerated by the admiralty in its 
matter-of-fact and unembellished re- 
cord reads as follows: 

“A seaplane saw the track of a 
torpedo which had been fired at a 
merchantman. It dived toward the 
surface and sighted the black shad- 
ow of the submarine well below the 
surface. It dropped two bombs, 
which both exploded close io the | 
submarine, re. iting in a large quan- 
oe, of oil, bubbles and wreckage.” 

_The glimpse that the admiralty has 
given the public of the efficient ser- 
vice being rendered by aircraft in 
the steady destruction of G an 
submarines is most encouragin It 
illustrates how the allies are persist- 
ently overtaking and removin the 
U-boat menace, and it emmphitines 
the tremendous value of the air ser- 
vice which is not only indispensable 
to the army in land operations, but 
has become, in a very real and effec- 
tive sense, the “eyes” of the British 
navy.—Toronto Globe.

Alsace and Lorraine Long for Re- 
union With France 


Are Alsace and Lorraine in 
German confederation against their 
will? Yes. The proofs? Here they 
are: (1) Proceedings of the  reich- 
Stag from 1871 to 1914 inclusive; (2) 
editorials and news columns of the 
Papers of Strassburg, Mulhausen, 
Colmar and Metz, which fairly rép- 
resent the whole of Alsace-Lorraine; 
(3) the testimony of ecclesiastics, 
Catholic and Protestant alike, who 
know the feeling of the people; (4) 
the attitude of the land owning and 
industrial bourgeois class; (5) the 
widespread refusal of all young Alsa- 
tians and Lorrainers of all classes, in 
the fac of exile, confiscation of pro- 
perty and death, to serve in the Ger- 
man armies, 

I have resided in Turkey among 
the Armenians, and have been eye- 
witness of massacres. And yet I say 
that contemporary history records no 
more pitiful, no more heartrending 
martyrdom than that of the people 
of Alsace-Lorraine under German 
For they have had to will to

rule, 

suffer. 
to forget some of the stories told me 
by all classes of Alsations, the sim- 
ple record of their family life. If 
one wants to realize the heinousness 


of the peace of Frankfort, the ab- 
sence of the quality of mercy in 
German official classes, the perver- 
sion of natural instincts of German 
imperalists, let him talk to fathers 
and mothers and wives and children 
among cultivated Alsatians and Lor- 
tainers. Let him listen to the young 
men who have not been able to 
escape wearing the helmet that is at 
the same time the brand of shame 
and the badge of slavery. 

To the boys, as they grow to adol- 
escence, German rule has meant eith- 
er wearing the uniform of the hated 
conqueror or a life of exile far from 
loved ones. The girls have no choice, 
Born and raised in an atmosphere of 
gricf, if they have married, it has 
been with the prayer that God would 
spare them the anguish of having 
sons. 

I am not exaggerating. Any Alsa- 
tian whose family believed ihat the 
higher patriotism was staying in the 
country and submitting to the Ger- 
mans would assure you that hell is 
not too strong a word to describe his 
life. One mother told me that she 
gave up all her sons when they 
reached the age of 13, and has never 
had them in her home since; anoth- 
er, in the presence of her young 
daughters, said she would rather sce 
them prostitutes than married to 
Germans; another, that when her 
usband was dying, the son, on the 
‘rench side of the frontier, climbed 
ja high tree in the Vosges to try to 
ook down into the valley of his 
1iome town. He knew, and in the 
nad frenzy of his grief tried to slip 
yy the German guards. But they 
|turned him back.—Herbert Adams

Pencils From Japan 


The Creation of a Lead Pencil In- 
dustry in Japan 


An unthought-of result of the war 
has been the creation of a lead pen- 
cil industry in Japan, 

In 1911 Japan imported 65,000,000 
pencils, most of which came from 
America and Germany, But with the 
opening of the European conflict 
German sources of supply were cut 
off and sative manufacturers, who 
had been producing only in compara- 
tively small quantities, seized their 
opportunity and made the most of it. 

In 1914 Japan exported over 9,- 
000,000 pencils, and in 1916 the num- 
ber had increased to 168,000,000, 

There is strong indication that 
many of the markets won by the 
Orientals will be held by them after 
the war, for they have the advantage 
of very cheap labor, Most of the

The 
cultivation of this plant on a com- 
mercial scale now forms thie latest 
industry that has engaged the atten- 
tion of the department of agriculture. 
Already it has been proved that the 
sunflower can be grown not’ only 
successfully, but also with great pro- 
fit for fuel, fertilizer and fodder over 
very extensive areas in the United 
States,

Preparations for commencing op- 
erations on the home _ production 
farm, under the direction of the de- 
partment of Indian affairs, are pro- 
gressing rapidly. Six tractors have 
been shipped from Regina to nearby 
points where the farms will be main- 
tained. Bunk houses and cook houses 
are now in process of construction at 
these points. 

Indians at the Assiniboia reserve 
recently sent a delegation to wait 
upon Commissioner W. M. Graham, 
and before they left the city arrange- 
ments had been made by them for 
the purchase of three tractors. The 
Indians are financing the deal them- 
selves and will make all their own 
arran ients for operating the ma- 
chines. 

Large areas of land are constantly 
being leased by the department for 
grazing and agricultural purposes in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, Individ- 
uals and delegations are steadily 
coming in to confer with Commis- 
sioner Graham in regard to the leas- 
ing of these lands,

The Most Stupendous Exhibition of 
Retributive Justice 


“Tax laws, unjust and unfair tax 
laws, have been the source of more 
misery, more agony, though often

cent. of your people to p: erty and 
drudgery, and breeding discontent 
and disloyalty everywhere, and 1 will 
lay it on the great estates, the wealth 
which surrounds you.’ The _ king 
was pleased, for, while Louis did not 
have a great mind, he had a better 
heart than it is usually given to 
kings to possess.
